It  will  be  the  first  - time  the 
Viole  d’  Amour  has  been  pre- 
sented in  a concert  in  this  area. 
The  instrument  is  like  a large 
seven-stringed  violin.  Though  of 
t more  recent  origin  than  the  vio- 
lin, it  fell  into  obscurity  for  a 
time,  but  is  now  enjoying  a re- 
vival. 

THE  INSTRUMENT  posesses 
a beautiful  one  quality  which 
has  been  described  as  “ . . .ether- 
eal, plaintive,  and  silvery.” 
Many  modern  composers  are  be- 
coming interested  in  its  tonal 
quality,  and  concert  artists  are 
utilizing  it  as  a solo  instrument. 

BYU  Symphony  Orchestra  has 
presented  programs  in  almost 


ever^  important  city  on  the  west 
coast  from  Canada  to  Mexico, 
and  enjoys  the  reputation  of  be- 
ing an  outstanding  university 
orchestra.  It  is  composed  of  85 
musicians  from  the  United 
States. 

A CRITIC  WHO  reviewed  one 
of  the  concerts  presented  by  the 
group  on  tour  said,  “If  the  Brig- 
ham Young  Symphony  Orches- 
tra, under  the  direction 
Lawrence  Sardoni,  is  a reliable 
criterion,  the  professional 
chestras  in  this  country  need 
never  fear  a dearth  of  beauti- 
fully trained  replacements  in 
their  personnel.”
